Sun, Moon, and Devil Worfhipping Religions, 
embraced by fuch innumerable Multitudes, 
alfo all Herefiés, Schifms, pretended Witch- 
crafts; Sorceries, and Exorcifms, howfoever ér- 
roneous, impoling, and deceitful thefe all may 
be cenfured, flow’ from ‘no other head or 
fountain,than an eafy inconfiderate belief given 
to the infinuations of Cunning fubril liftle 
Priefts ; And he that-gives a precipitant credit

Many,.if not moft of thefe things, which 
ove do peremptorily affirm tobe this, or that, tobe 
caufed by this, or that, or to caufe and effect thisior 
that,areor may be proved, to be falfecr erroneous. 

Thefe Pofirions being only my particular 
Creed, whereinto the weaknefs of my capa- 
city hath been wrought by thoufands.of in- 
ftances, I fhall undertake to, offer only fome 
few, the fhortnefs of my purpofe no other- 
wife permitting. 

1. Natural Philofophy.is propounded un- 
der Two Heads, wiz. Phyfica generalis, co {pe- 
cialis; that is to fay, General Natural Philofo- 
phy, and particular... The former expounds in 
general terms, what a Natural Body is,name- 
ly, That it is a thing extended, moved, or 
quiet, figured, and fo or fo placed, Scituated, 
ar pofited. Corpus Naturale eff res quanta, mo- 
ta, vel quieta, figurata, & taliter, vel taliter po- 

ta. 

2. What is all this but Metaphyficks, namely, 
general Notions drawn from all particular Bo- 
dies? A Natural Body doth confift, of Quan- 
tity, that is, extenfion into length, breadth, 
and depth, menfurability, or divifibility into 
Particles, (it's much as one in the Original,) 
of motion, or reft, of figure, and pofition 
or {cituation. Upon thefe five Topicks follows 
a very long Cant, and of little more fignifica- 
tion than the Predicaments, or Materia, For- 
ma, and. Privatio. But its a wonder to. my 
crude Thoughts, Number was left out, fince © 
there. is no compleac Natural Body, but doth 


_ confift of a definite number of Particles ; how- 


ever 
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ever it may be prefumed, that Number js 
comprehended under Extenfion, {€. Ouznritas 
difcreta. 

3. The Phyfica Specialis depends upon the 
application of the forementioned, to every 
Subgenus, Species, and particular Body, and 
by that you areto know, whar any particular 
Body is, of what it doth confift, and how each 
is differenced from the other. 

4. What found this modern Science of Bo- 
dies makes upon an anvil, the following reci- 
tal willinform you. A Smith being very {e- 
dulous in the management of his hot’ fron, 
found himfelf much interrupted by the im- 
portunities of a begging Scholar, inforcing 
his Argument for an Alms of a fmall piece, 
with an Harangue of his Merits, arifing from 
his being a Adafter of Arts, of Iknow not how 
many years ftanding, a Doéfor in Philofopby,em- 
broider’d with Latin, Greek, Hebrew, and a- 
bundance of other Giblets of Learning. The 
Smith to free himfelf of all this impertinence, 
asks, what that red hot thing was, he held in 
his Tongues, what it was made of, and what 
difference there was between that and Copper ; 
to which the Beggar replied, it was Iron,-a 
Mettal, or a Bufinefs dug out of the Ground, 
that will melt, and can be hammer’d ; and fo 
is Copper, infers the Smith ; Ergo, Copper is 
iron. No Mafter, faiththe Medicant, there 
iS a Vaft difcrepancy between them in their 
infenfible particles, which are of different in- 
ienfible extenfions, infenfible figures, infenfi- 
dle pofitions, infenfible motions, and infenfi- 
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ble immobilities. . Ergo, then faith the black 
apponent,no twoBodiescan be alike,two drops 
of Milk, of Water, of Wine, or any liquid 


| may be infenfibly different. Thou art a moft 


infenfible Philofopher, a Man is not a Horfe, 


| a Sow is not an Elephant, Wood is not Cheefe, 


and fo of all others, becaufe their Particles are 
of various infenfible figures, pofitions, @c. 
The mof fubtil Particles of the Forge fire, 
and the infenfibilities of this Arts Adaffer, had 
by this time fermented/x/eas intoa torrent of * 
Maledictions, crying out, you are a Chear, 
to defraud. the impotent poorof what, they 
may juftly crave from the Charity of all Men; 
a lazy, flochful, unthankful Knave, enjoying 
the fruits of thy laborious Mother Earth,with- 
out returning the gratitude of a days Plowing, 
or Dunging, which you are made for; anin- 
corrigible fturdy Beggar; fee how the fleeves 
of your totterdemalion Gown are cram'd 
from the Elbow to the Ground with Pie-cruft, 
and pieces of Roaft-Beef, and what’s here in 
the bottom? a-couple ef Silver Spoons, two 
laced Hankerchiefs wet, as if newly ffolen off 
of fome Hedge. You pilfering Dog, difrobe 
chat Friar Bacon’s Livery, off with your {quare 
pancake Bonnet, and put on that Old Coat of 
meine there, and this Old Hat; blow the Bel- 
lows, and I will teach youan Art beyond all 
your Mafterthips idle foppith Arts, and Scien- 
ces, that fhall get you an, honeft, Livelihood, 
or elfe away tothe Houfe of Correction, that 
will foon drive out your infenfible Particles, 
and make you fenfible of what it is to Beg, 
Cheat, Pilfer, and Steal, 5. To 
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5. ‘Fo what. degree of fatisfaétion this Glo- 
bular fort of Philofophy, pretending by its 
infenfibilities to explicate the principles, cav- 
fes, and affeGtions of natural Bodies, doth fu- 
perate the old pedantick Sophiftry of matter, 
form, privation, and the four Elements, to- 
gether with their afligning the effects of natu- 
tal Bodies to occult qualities, may juftly be 
aiquired into, fince the anfwer is equal, that 
fuch or fuch things are caufed by occule 
qualities, or by infenfible Particles, of infen- 
fible blind figures, and unknown’ pofitions. 
However, both the Globular and Peripatetick 
Philofophy afford matcer fufficient to Chatter, 
Cavil, and trifle away the flower of a Man’s 
time, as if defign’d only for an Employment 
zo divert from Idlenefs and Debauchery, not 
unlike fending Children to School,to prevent 
them from Carts and Coaches in the Streets 
or High-ways. Thofe do properly enough 
come within the faying of Salut. Vitam filen- 
tioveluti pecora tranfeant ; ef{pecially when con- 
tinumg in an Univerfity, and poflibly in a 
Fellowthip, till their Bodies are grown rufty 
with Sloth and Lazinefs,and their Heads turn’d 
mouldy with grey Hairs, whofe Studies in- 
deed ought to have been determined in feven 
Years, were it only to quicken their Induftry; 
and make way tor other indigent Students to 
fucceed them. A Peacock in all his gawdy 
Plumage is a Creature lefs ftately and proud, 
than a Mafer of Arts treading to the Schools 
in his Formalities ; and though Homage be 
paid hinvin his way thither by Undergradu- 
: ates

ates, and Bachelerios, his refined Manners will 
{carce allow his Mafterfhip to touch the angle 
of his Bonnet... Clariffime Magifter guare ri- 
des?

CHAP. If. 


Of the Digeftion and Indigeftion in the Sto- 


mach, and the vanity of the caufe thereof. 


T. might. be reafonably expected from the 
Tradition of fo many Ages, and the Stu- 
dies of fix or twelve Months of fo many Ad,- 
fiers ‘ Arts of feven Years ftanding or walk- 
ing, before they affume the tufted Gown, that 
Galens Theory would be render'd as Diapha- 


nous, and demonftrable as Euclid; yet to my 
dimme Oculation, Many, if not moft of theiz 


Notions, feem ftill to be plunged in a dark 
Chaos ; for as obvious as the Digeftion of the 
Food in the Stomach may be, though it be the 
firftOperation in theBodyof Man,and therefore 
ought to be better underitood,yet to me feems 
now, nothing can be worfe explained, than 
by afferting the diffolution into Chyle, to be 
paboames by the natural and adventitious 

eat of the Stomach, brought to it by the 
Arteries and warm coverings of the Liver, 
Spleen, and other. adjacents. A Share, Sea- 
Wolf, and other Fith, if Credit may be given 
to. all thofe Writers of India Voyages have 
been found to ¢ontain in their Bellies a whole 
Man, 
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Man, being thrown overboard, with all his 
Cloaths, upon him, great Joynts of ftinking 
Beef, with their huge Ox Bones in them, and 
Carcafles of Sheep with their Wool on their 
Backs, all which were difcerned almoft dige- 
fed into a thick flimy Juice, without obfer- 
ving any fenfible heat, but rather coldnefs. 
The like may.in proportion be inftanced in a 
frefh-water Share, 1 mean the Pike, whofe 
vigour in digefting an Ox paunch, and other 
Garbage, likewife Boney, Fifi of confidera- 
ble bignefs, without any fenfible heat in their 
Bowels, or any fteaming, warmth, is an Ar- 
eument, that inforceth theformer. The heat 
in the Maws of Poultrey, which is inferidur to 
that of the Stomach of a Man, cannot be ton- 
ceived in any wife propottionable, to diffolve 
the husks. of Barley or Oats, and efpecially 
{mall pebbles, which the extremity of Fire 
may melt; but not diffolve, and yet the heat 
of the Stomach of a Horfe, though much 
more intenfe, doth make much lefs. iriprefli- 
on upon Grain, which commonly flip away 
tintouch’d with their Dung. Ic hath hkewife 


been decided by commion obfervation, that | 


thofe who heat their Stomach at Meals with 
Wine, or foon after with Brandy,have a more 
dificult Digeftion than others, who moiften 
their Victuals with fmall Beer, Wine diluted 
with Water, or onlyWater, asis ufual to three 

fourths of the Univerfe. Sah 
2. Neither am 1 convinced, that thofe who 
afcribe the Energy of Concottion to an Acid

Creams, and Gelieés, do weaken, and in time 
deftroy their Concoétion, fo. as few of them 
are found to be long livers; becaufe thofe be- 
fore-mentioned materials containing a fermen- 
bm Ra Rata One RR 
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tative Juyce, by raifing a Fermentation, do 
extreamly interrupt and impede the diffolu- 
tion of Aliments in their Stomachs. Thofe 
Fermentationsin the Stomach, upon Fermen- 
tative Edibles, are frequently caufes, that pro- 
duce thofe flufhings in the Face foon after 
Meals, and at other times in many Women, 
and fome Men that have weak Digeftions, and 
contain fomething in their Scomachs that is 
Fermentable, againft which drinking of Wa- 
ter, or Water mixt with very little Wine, 
hath oft proved an effectual remedy. 

11. Some that have for feveral Years been 
afflicted after Meals with pain and difturbances 
in their Heads, drowfinefs, uneafinefs in their 
Limbs, palpitations, faintnefles, belches, huf- 
fings up, and tenfions in their Hypochonders, 
and Bellies, have been totally cured of all 
their turbulent Symptoms, by throwing off 
all Malt-drinks, and Wine, and gradually 
ufing themfelves to drink Water, when all o- 
ther remedies were fo far from giving them 
relief, thar they rather aggravated their com- 
plaints. But what is more, ic hath been ob- 
ferved, that Chronical-Coughs of many 
Years continuance, have been not only remo- 
ved, but perfectly cured, by exchanging 
of Malt-drinks and Wine into Water, or in- 
fo Water refrefh’d with a little Wine. And 
thofe that have travell’d through Germany,and 
the Low-Cozetries, might have obferved, that 
the ftrongeft-and healthfuleft Bodies are found 
among the Boars, who for their ordinary 
Diink are fearce acquainted with any thing 
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but Whey,. or clear Water, which contribu- 
ting fo much to perfeétion of digeftion, may 
very reafonably. be efteemed’ the true caufe of 
their Health, Vigour, and long Life. Thefe 
and many more like inftances do. force this, 
conceffion from me, that the choice of Drinks 
is of greater importance than of Edi- 
bles, When Fermentative Drinks, as ftrang 
Beer, and Wine fhall difturb and retard Dige- 
ftion, and cold Water which fupprefles Fer- 
mentations (as appears in many Hyfteric Wo- 
men, that by drinking a Glafs of fair Water, 
doin a moment turnoff a fic) fhall in many 
promote and enliven Digeftion, how can it 
then be thought, that Digeftion is caufed by 
the heat of the Stomach, or by Fermenta- 
tion ? 

12. Though drinking Water hath on fe, 
veral occafions proved fucceisful to admirati- 


on, yet particular regard mutt be had to the 


Glimate, feafon of the Year, Age, Sex, Cu- 
ftom, and other Circumftances;. for fhould 
drinking Warer be recommended to one, 
who from his Infancy hath been ufed to {mall 
Beer, and living ina Northern cold Climare, 
ina rough friezing feafon, and of a tender 
Conftitution, very unhappy confequenceg 
muft be expected from fuch unadvifedneds. 
Wherefore, where change of Drink fhall be 
judged neceflary, from the continual ufe. of 
ftrong Beer, or Wine, you may defcend to 
{mall Beer, Barley-Water, clarified Whey, a 
weak Mead, thin Grewel, or thelike, |

I'¥, ‘Rom what is here incidenrly difcourfed, 

I return to a farther explication of the 
Digefture of the Stomach, where the Victu- 
als being difflolved, and by continuance of 
Concoétion fmoothed, and brought to an e- 
quation, the Chyle doth then require depura-" 
tion, which is a feparation of the thiner and 
finer parts fromthe grofer and feculent, by a 
Férmentative juyce, which I fuppofe to be an 
Acid, joyn’d to igneous Spirits, by an interme- 
dium of fome- glutinous emplaftic Particles, 
as may be difcovered in Yeft, or Levain. 
This Fermentation ( I will only fuppofe ) 
happens at the clofe of the Digeftion, and be- 
gins to rarefie and huff up the Chylein the 
Stomach, whereby the lighter and thiner 
parts become rifing and {welling, and gradu- 
ally work over the Pylorus into the final! Guts, 
the Stomach in the fame proportion contra- 
cting it felf into -a leffer and fhallower com- 
pats, as it is emptying and growing lefs full, 
and diffended, by which means the trajecti- 
on.of the Chyle is facilicated, until there is

Whence Ido give my felf a proba- 
ble'reafon, why thelatter part of the digeftiz 
On ‘is always: acid,” and why at thatitime we 
are fubject to four belches, and how it haps 
pens, that the fulnefs and diftention of the 
Stomach, which moft are fenfible of .at the 
end-of their Meals, doth gradually leflen,and 
as foon as the four:appears is quite: allay’d, 
and the digeftion finifh’d.. Andif I ateribute 
not too much to fancy, 1 do obferve, that ma- 
ny Perfons towards the end of Concoéction, do 
perceive an uneafinefs of heat all over, efpeci- 
ally in their Faces, extremities of their Hands 
and Peet, but particularly thofe that are weak- 
ly} as Hypochondriacks and Hyitericks, who 
about that time, and'a good while after, are

am I willing to be thought fo criminal, as to 
be contumatioully guilry of Herefie in Phy- 
fick, yet its pardonable, if not allowable, to 
be Shifmarical in ones proper opinion, which 
in all Mankind is free, and not to be compel- 
led; andtherefore I do declare, that nothing 
but lare experiments of no {mall number, do 
induce me to retract my former fentiments of 
this, and many other matters 1n Medicines, as 
firmly believing, what I have exprefled con- 
cerning the firft Concoétion, and Fermenta- 
tion, as that the Sun: is the caufe of Day- 
light; though at the fame time its very pof- 
fible for meto be under a miftake.

Caufes of the Stone, Gout, Cholick, Pleu- 
rifies, Rheumatifms, Apoplexy, &c. 
Affign'd from a different Aypothefis. 


I st eel g the caufes of thofe pains, which 
| are felt to be the acuteft and moft ex- 
quifite of any by them, that fuffer the Stone, 
Gout, Cholick, and tharp dry gripes; certain 


| fharp fubtil ferofities,or rather a vitiated lymph 


diicharged from the Brain through the Nerves 
on the extremities,being there lock’d up, caufe 
thofe corroding Gout-pains, upon thofe fenfi- 
ble nervous parts, though fometimes ferofi. 
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ties, and lymphatic fluors,. dripping from o- 
ther veflelsmay caufe great pains, but lefs tharp, 
and ‘being more fisbject to be incraflated, may 
caufe’ fwellings néar the Joynts. ~ The fame 
fubtil nervous ferofities, or, vitiated Lympha, 
being thrown, upon the. Kidneys, tare and 
vellicate their moft fenfible membranes to fuch 
a degree, that fcarce any torture ¢an equal it, 
and thar fometimes, though feldom, without 
the leaft fuppreffion of Urine, but for the mof 
patt with a toral, or partial fuppreffion, and a 
great fharpnefs, of Urine, which is then cal- 
led a Fit ; the pain which at other times the 
Stone in the Kidneys doth occafion, being 
only a heavy ‘obtufe pain of along continu- 
ance, and more frequent retutns, which. at 
great intervals, as Spring and Fall, doth in- 
vite thofe cutting-ferofities to the-part, and 
then alfo are the greareft Fits ; for I cannot 
conceive that the Stone turning angular, and 
grating upan the Membranes, is fo general a 
caufe Of a Fic of the Stone, as many of the 
Learyied do imagine, fince a Stone once‘ tre- 
moyed our of irs bed or feat, whereto its ce- 
mented by a. glutinous tartarous flime, can 
éajily, if ever return to its place, and bethere 
faltned again‘as before, for which reafon Phy- 
ficians are ‘very cautious of adminiftring 
itrong Diuretics, .forfear of driving the Stone 
our of its places ’.Neithér do I believe, that 
thofe bloody Urines, which aré fo frequently 
madé by Nephitical Patients, are cauted by 
tne corners. of ‘the Stone being moved, and 
wounding or grating of the Veins, ‘but are ra- 
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ther caufed by'a fharp Serum corroding the 
mouths of the velfels,or blood may be fqueezed 
out of the veflels by the internal {welling of the 
Parenchyma of the Kidneys. It doth. oft haps 
pen,that {ome of thofe forementigned moft fub, 
til limpid ferofities have taken another channel, 
through branches of the fame Nerve,that tends 
ro the Kidneys, being divaricated and inferted 
into, the great gut-of the Colon, where they 
caufe. that great-pain, (though lefs acute than 
the other, that. pare being by much lefs fenfi- 
ble, than the internal membrane ef the Kjd- 
neys,) which is termed the Srone-Cholick. 
Since then this: acute pain in the great Gut 
cannot be caufed by the Stone, at.that di- 
flance, . its more than probable, that. thofe 
moft exquifite pains ina fit muft be occafioned 
by fome other canfe,which by many Arguments 
to me can be no other, than the forefaid {e. 


-rolity. Secendly, you mutt confider alfo, that 


all Opiates pane inwardly taken, perform 
their Operation by. exerting, their power up- 
on the Brain, iz. principio neruorsmy,. in. Withi- 
holding the influx of the Animal Spirits, (chat

ning the Nerves, whereby pains are not only 
appeafed in any fingular part, but in all parts 
equally, fuppofing they were.all in pain. 
Lhirdly, you are to conceive, that there being

verting the Arterial Blood into Animal Spirits, 
there muft bea folution, and afterwards a fe- 
paration and expulfion of Excrements, which 
ip part are a limpid ferum, thar is abandon’d

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to the ventricles of the Brain, which are the 
proper receptacles of that Excrement, as much 
as the thick Guts are of the Excrement of the 
Chyle, orthe Bladder of the Urine, being the 
Excrement of the Blood... Fourthly, this. con- 
ceffion is alfo required, that this moft fubril 
fharp excrementitious ferofity, having quite 
filled up the ventricles of the Brain in a ¢rea- 
ter meafure, than they.can well contain, or 
throw off through thofe paflages Nature 
hath ordained, the thinneft part isforced into 
the principium nervorum, (the other part being 
received into the Veins and Lympbae-duédis) and 
carried cither to the Extremities, or Kidneys, 
where it caufeth the Gout or Srone, or to the 
Teeth, where it occafioneth a moft exquifire 
Tooth-ache, or feveral external parts or 
joints, producing thofe violent pains, that 
are termed a Rheumatifm, or to the Pkura, 
where thofe fhrieking Pleuratic pains do en- 
fue. Summarily I do’ believe, there fcarce 
happens any pain, (unlefs caufed from with- 
out,) Tumor, or Puftul, where this nervous 
Excrement is not a principal caufe, which 
may be more plainly explained in another 
place. 
_ 2, Againft rhis Difcourfe may be objected, 
That the Nerves obtaining no vifible hollow- 
nefs, cannot be fuppofed, ro tranfmic {uch 2 
quantity of Limpid Serum, as muft be con- 
ceived to caufe thofe before recited Difeafes. 
Secondly, That its uncommon, and not na- 
tural, for any fort of veflels in the Body, that 
are deftinated to contain, and convey their 
natura] 
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natural’ and proper Liquors, Juices, or Hu- 


mors,toconveigh atiyorher that isexcrementiti- 
ous,or praternatural. To the firft' its anfwered, 
there muft neceflarily be proportionable ca: 
vities in the Nerves, to'contain fuch’ great 
meatures of Juices, as have betn frequently 
abferved ro drip from Nerves, though {mall 
Ones, that have been cut through in Wounds, 
and much ‘more from great Nerves; and 
therefore thofe larger Nerves ‘hear the Brain 
muit'be thought capable to contain a very 
copious quantity ‘of moifture. If the Nerves 
when cut out of the Body and Dead, donor 
thew any vifible cavities, ir is becaufe being 
emptied of ‘their Spirits, and a great part of 
theit moilture, their pores and channels do 
fubfide and fall ‘to. a clofe compaétnefs.  Be- 
fides a Nerve that is cut out, ‘and grown from 
agreater bignefs to that of an ordinary pack- 
thread, when its dried and condenfeéd, its re- 
duced to the fmallnefs ‘of a° fine Thred ‘or 
Fibre, which wien it was tumid within rhe 
Body, and fully extended, ‘muft neceffarily 
have-contained a ‘great hollownefs, though 
divided into innumerable very fmall or mi- 
nuteft paflages.” “In anfwer to the Second , 
it hath been more than once obferved, thar

and Decoétions made after thé’forementioned 
Model, whence to thofe Remediés thé Titles 
Of Infallible and Sovereign have beén attributed, 
whereas the Difeafe was not accompanied 
with an Ulcer in the Lungs, or an HetticFe: 
ver, bur remov'd by fparenefs of Diet, and 
poflibly change’ of Air, fo thar nor the leaft 
advantages have been derived from thefe Peet: 
erals,but rather a detriment, If you will with 
nyt’ believe, that all Sugars and fugared Medi- 
cites turn four in the Stomach, and affume a 
tharp fretting, and fometimes corroding qua- 
lity. Is it not a dayly Obfervation, thar ma- 
ny Perfons of the beft Quality laboring undet 
a Confumiption, whofe Fortunes do enable 
them to be'aflifted by a Chords of Phyficians, 
performing their urmoff éndeavotirs, by pre- 
fcribing all the noted Pettorals, maugre all 
their udclefs efforts, are forced to’ yield w the 
ury 
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fury of their Diftempers? However, take no-- 
tice that I do not offer this fort of difcourfe, 
to difcourage any Confumptive from applying 
toa Phyfitian ; for confidering, one fo Difea- 
fed is under 4 Sentence of death, and to Conri- 
nue {0, isto dye every Day, every Week and 
every Month, which is more terrible than a 
Peftilential Fever, whereof a Man dieth but 
once, the advifing with a Phyfician, who 
fhall give you hopes every Day, Week 
and Month, of recovering of you, will whol- 
ly abate your terror, until the very fatal Mo- 
ment you leave him, and he leaves you. | 

4. St. Fobnf-wort in its Flowers, under the 
notion that it’s one of the chiefeft Tranmatics, 
having by infufion in Water, Mead, or Small- 
Ale, and a little boiling towards the latter 
énd, impregnated either of thefe‘Liquors with

| very foveraign to Confumptives ; the truth 
whereof can be beft atrefted, by feveral that 
have ufed it feveral Weeks to no purpofe. 

5. Among alt rhe decanted Remedies againft 
Confumptions, I find Phyficians have a great 
tefpect for Sugar of Rofes, and for being a kin 
to that, for Conferve of Rofes; of which for- 
mer, itis the report of Avicem, that a Certain 
Woman, who-was in a defperaté Confumpti- 
on, Was fot only recover'd by it, but made 
fat' thereby ; add hereunto a concurring tefti- 
mony of Mefues,chat many havelbéen Cured by- 
it of Confumptions, that being no lefs recom- 
mended to them than the latter, «wx. Con- 
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ferve of Rofes by Adontanus, Valleriola, and Fo- 
ref-us, Who pretend abundance to have been 
cured by ufing vaft quantities of it ; and Ri- 
verins tells you likewife, thathe knew an A- 
pothecary, that was cur’d of a Confuniprion, 


only by almoft continually cating Sugar of Ro-, 


fes. On the other hand Iam well aflur’d, that 
moft practifing Phyficians, if they are pleas’d 
known hundreds of Confumptives, that have 
ufed it in grofs quantities, without the leaf 
benefit; as for my own particulat, Iam fo 
fat from believing, that any Confumptive, to 
whom at any time I have advisd it, upon the 
credit of the forementioned Authors, have 
receiv d any advantage, that they rather were 
render'd much’ worfe by ir: And my Opini- 
on. further is, fcarce any thing is more un- 
wholfom than Sugar, whofe greatelt ufe is to 
pleafe the Palates of Women and Children, 
and to preferve Fruits and Herbs from cor- 
tupting. It cannot be denied, but that eating 
much Sugar deftroys the Appetite, by raifing 
fermentations and ebullitions, which extream- 
ly annoy Digeftion ; fometimes caufes loofe- 
nefles, Fevers, ill habits of Body, @c. and is 
no ways Pectoral. 

_ § Of all Sweets, nothing is more Pectoral 
than Englifh Liquorifh, and its Juice; and if 
it be true, that moft. Countries afford a native 
Remedy for Endemick Difeafes, rhey are fub- 
ject.to breed, Liquorith may very well be ac- 
counted as fuch in Coughs, and thofe Difeg-

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7. We are then to confider the Sugar in the 
Conferve, and Sugar of Rofes, to be intend- 
ed only as a preferver to the Flowers,’ and 
their Juice ;: and therefore the principal Virt 
tue muft refide in the Juice; and how fat 
that is Pectoral, or abfterfive to the Ulcers in 
the Lungs, I cannot well apprehend, efpeci- 
ally if it be faid to be drying, binding, ftop-

conftrictive quality of the Rofes might thicke- 
en, and by ftraigthning the paflages, put a ftop 
to the Catarrh. That humours falling upon 
the Lungs do caufe a Cough, cannot be appre- 
hended; for being without fenfe, and ha- 
ving no Nerves difleminated through them, 
are not Capable of being ftimulated into a 
Cough ; fo that what ever is conceiv’d ro oc- 
cafion a’ Cough, muft be fomething anoy- 
ing and ftimulating of the Bronchia, or Lung- 
pipes. Neither is it probable, there can be 
any Catarrh fall from the Brain, that being 
fhut up as clofe as a Box: by its Membranes,

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by: they are thickned and hardned, which 
ought rather’ to be diluted at thofe Seafons.

Secondly, 
whether Sudorificks given in moderate Do- 
fes,; fo as to be infufhicient to provoke Swear, 
donot affift the Spirits by increafing them, 
(1 mean; fuch as contain fome vinous Spi- 
rits, as Epidemic, as Treacle-water ) and put- 
ting them into a gentle agitation, whereby 
the febril matter may be fubued, or digefted.

bited in proper Seafons, may evidently and

f. HAT the Urin is faturated with 

: Sal Armoniac, its diftillation doth 
plainly confirm to us, and that the ferum of | 
the Blood whereof the Urin doth confift muft | 
firft contain the fame, or elfé the latter could 
not receive it; for ihil dare poteft quod non 
habet, and confequently that the whole Mafs 
is thorowly replenifh’d with it, doth alfo 
appear from the diftillation of Human Blood, 
which yields a plain Spirit of Sal armoniac, 
little or nothing at all different from the o- 
ther. That Sal armoniac is the moft tough 
Salt of all others, cannot be difputed by thofe, 
that have pounded common Salt, Sal gem- 
ma, mnitri, or any Other Salt, in a mortar, 


thefe being the moft friably and brittle, and © i 


confequently the lefs unfit fingly to be coa- 
gulated into a Stone, whereas Sal armoniac | 
being fo tough and tenacious, efpecially being 
mixt with crude flimy mucous dregs, that 
remain after the imperfection of the Dige- 
ftion in the Sromach, together with fome 
fabulous Matter of the Blood, I do con- 
ceive may eafily be coagulated together by 
a vitious limpid gleet dripping out of the 
Nerves € as I have already mention’d in one 
of the preceding Chapters ) that are diflemi- 
nated through, and are terminated in the 
parenchyma, and membranes of the Kidneys.

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by moft Phyficians to be of a cold Tempera- 
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So that the pretending that Slime adhering 
to the Kidneys, or its inward membrane, is 
baked into a Stone by a preternatural heat 
of the Kidneys, like unto Clay baked in a 
Kill intoa brick by the extream heat of a fire, 
feems a Jeft to me, fince it cannot be ima- 
gined, that any heat of that degree is. ever 
felc by any nephritick Patient, or, if poflible, 
could it be endured by him. Moreover 
their pale Complexions, pale Urin, fluggifh- 
nefs, infrequent Urination, or making of 
Water, are all indications of Coldnefs ; add 
hereunto, that Chryftal is generally found, 
and probably bred in theSnow ; Rocks,Flints, 
and other Stones in the Bowels of the Earth, 
where no degree of Heat was ever: per- 
ceiv'd. Wherefore what ever extraordinary 
or preternatural Heat may be felt by Nephri- 
ticks about their Loins or Kidneys, is com- 
monly caus’d by Gravel, Stone, or fome o- 


‘ther obftructing matter, occafioning pain and 


confequently heat. | 

2: In what part foever this Wrinous Salr, 
or Sal Armoniac is found, ( through want of 
being feparated and expelled by the Kidneys ) 
be it in the Gutts, Urinary-Bladder, Gall- 
Bladder, Liver,Spleen, Brain, Stomach, Lungs, 
in the flefhy part of the Tongue, and of the 
Kidneys themfelves, alfo about the Joints, 
though as remote asthe extremities of the 
Fingers, there Stones may be, and have been 
engender’d, as is attefted by a multitude of 
Authors. Some of thefe parts being allow'd 
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ment, as the Brain, Guts, Bladder, dc. isa 
fecond Arguinent, that plainly evinces, the 


Stone is Hot engender’d efficiently by Heat, 
though it may fometimes very confiderably 
conduce to it... But to fay, there is a Litho: 
poetic Faculty, ’or an innate ‘calculous’ and 
fabulous confticution in the Kidneys, as ig 
afferted by fo great an Author, as Fernelius, 
feems to me very idle ;. as if hé would infer, 
that none: were fubjef&t to the Gravel and 
Stone, but fuch as deriv’d hereditarily a fabu- 
lous,and calculous difpofition of Kidneysfrom 
their Parents : What fatisfaétion there is in 
the Word Lithopoctic,1 cannot well apprehend: 
3. Before I recede from this (abject. I 
ought to anfwer one Objection, wiz: That 
there is nor-always mucous Matter concure 
ring to the generation of the Stone, as ap- 
pears in the Stone, that isfometimes found in 
the Gall-Bladder of a Man, and very oft in

Blood, and then it will be allowed to be mag- 
ter very proper for the Formation of a Scone. 
In the fame manner a Stone in the Kidneys 
may be formed! by concretion, without the 
admixture of Mucous Matter, but then the 
Stone becomes friable, and nor very hard, and 
ofa more reddy colour, whereas according to 
the proportion of Mucous matter, Cconcuring 
to the formation ofithe Stone, it becomes hard 
and pale. 

The Stone of the Kidneys is commonly 
ebferved to precede that in the Bladder; and

In old Men the Sighr 
necomes dim, and foir dork oft upon acon- 
tinual Fever, by reafon that by‘ lengths of 
Time, or Age, and by Exiccation,. the dxmor 
aguets is f{omewhat diminifh’d,. and the Tu. 
nick thereby is fomewhar relaxed, which

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makes it feem thicker, and confequently not 
adapted to receive fo vigorous an Impreffion. 

It may likewife be obferved,and is now gene- 
rally fo received,that the Seat of Smelling is not 
in the Olfaétory Nerves (1 do not mean thofe 
that are commonly fo call’d by the Antients, 
that had mammillar terminations, (Procefws 
mammillares) Which are now taken to.be. ra- 
ther ‘carriers off of fome Excrements of the 
Brain) but in the internal Membrane of the 
the Noftrils, through which the Olfactory 
Nerves are expanded in Filaments. 

Since then it appears, that Nature having 
plac’d the Seat of all the other external Senfes 
in external Membranes, as. parts to which 
the éxternal fenfible Objects do firft arrive, 
and make their firft and mot fenfible Impref- 
fion; it isa perfwafive Argument to me, that 
the Seat of the Sight is inthe Tunica Cornea, 
or Sclerotica, being the moft fenfible, and con- 
fequently chiefly confifting of Expanfions of 
the Optic Nerve, whereas the Tunica Uvea or 
Choroeides, confifts more of a confexture of 
Terminations of other Veffels.. Ie will not 
be impertinent here to offer a few feeming 
Reafons out of a great many, that induce 
me t0 fuppofe the Cornea the Principal Seat of 
Vifion, without excluding the neceflary con- 
currence of every Tunic and Humor of the 
Eye, a great Fault in any of them being as 
Capable to occafion an abolition, diminution, 
or depravation of Sight, as the leaft confide- 
rable Wheel in a Watch being diforder’d, 
may caufe it to ftand, move too flow, OF-too 
fatt, gi Neola . Oe 
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21 have before afferted, that all Senfe is by 
immediate ‘Contaét of any. corporeal fenfi- 
ble Objeét. The Touch, Smelling, and Tafte 
are by fimple Contact, their Objects confiftin g 
of grofler Particles; but seeing and Hearing 
areyias it were ‘by a double Contact,’ thar is, 
by-reflection, becaufe their Objeéts are more 
fubtil, and without a due reflection, could 
not be perceived:by the Eye or Ear ; for by 
Reflection the: fenfible “Obje@: is much 
ftrengthned » and» confequently obtains 4 

reater furce to move the Senforie. The

and antecedent to Imagination, as’ common 

Senfe is. of Memory, which I cainot appre-. 
lend to be other than various’A@s'of the Cog- 

Sil nofcitive,’ 
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wofcitive, or Senfitive faculty. 1 do very well 
know, that applying the fame Affertion to 
Rational Memory, and affirming. that Me- 
mory is the bafs, and antecedent Caufe of 
Rational Imagination, admits of a'confidera. 
ble Objeétion, viz. That very oft Perfons of 
the weakeft Memory have the ftrongeft Ima. 
gination, and the beft Judgment, and that 
the. Memory may be loft, though the Ima~ 
ginatiot’and Judgment folely depending 
upon that, continue entire ; which I do de. 
ny, for as much of the Memory. of ‘things’ 
as is loft, fo much of the Imagination muft 
be loft ; for fuppofing that you. have intire- 
ly forgotten the Idea of a Horfe, Cow, or 
Dog, you can never frame any Phanfie or 
Imagination of them ; fo likewife if your’ 
Common Senfe is fo far abolifhed, that you. 
cannot conceive or make a’ diftinétion of 
the impreffions thofe Animals made upon the 
Filaments of your Brain, it is not poflible for 
you to remember them. Probably then this* 
Inference may be made, that the greater 
Memory 2 Man hath, the greater muft be his 
Phanfie, Knowledge, Wit and Judgment 
which is otherwife obferved, in regard that 
very.oft the greateft Memories are not attend= 
ed with the greateft Wit and Judgment.. That” 
they are attended with the greater Know- 
ledge is moft certain; for a Man that re- 
members a great many Objects, or Sub- 
jects;.muft know fo many more than ano- 
ther, who doth, not remember fo many; 
though for what concerns his Phanfie, at 

an 
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dnd Judgment, they may be quicker, or nim 
bler, and more agreeable to right Reafon in 
one of a weaker Memory, but no farther, and 
of no more Subjects than the number he re- 
members. 


It may be abjected againft what I allerted 


before, that Common Senfe, Memory and. 


Imagination; are only three feveral A@s of 
One Faculty ; that Mad-men oft retaining 
their Common Senfe and Memory intire, 
and having only théir Imagination deprar- 
ed, is an evidence they muft be three di: 
{tinct Faculties, whereof one being deprav- 
ed, doth perform depraved AGs, and the o- 
thers that are intire, do perform Aéts‘a¢ they 
they ought ; ‘whereforé fince a found Act, 
and one that’s depraved, cannot proceed at 
the fame ‘time from one and the fame Fa- 
culty, it follows, they muft be. three difting: 
Faculties; Ido Anfwer to this, that. the 
Common Senfe and Memory in a Mad-inan 
are depraved, to the fame proportion his 
imagination is depraved ; for to hima Horfe 
may appear to be a Cow, of he miay and 
doth remember things to be otherwife than 
they were. firft reprefented to him. . The 
fame Animal Spirits, the {ame Nerves, and 
medullar filaments of ‘the Brain, do all a@ in 
the exercife of the internal Senfes - And that

In regard the Memory of Beatts) though 
fome of them have a Brain of greater dimen- 
fions than a Man) is fo little capable of re- 
taining ‘many fenfible Impreffions, which are 
certainly material ; and whereas a Man is ca- 
pable of retaining of innumerable and infinite 
impreflions of Words,Languages,and all things’. 
fenfible and intelligible, ic cannot be concet- 
ved, but that the Rational Faculty, and con- 
fequently the Soul muft be immaterial ; for 
fhould you fuppofe, as commonly its raught, 
that the Memory is only an Impreflion made 
upon, and retained either by the fot fub- 
ftance of the Brain, or upon its Animal Spi- 
fits gathered into a foft Cloud; were the 
Brain of as large an extent asa Church, and 
could harbour as many Spirits, that nor thefe 
| ould be capacious enougt!: to retain a tenth 
part of things, which a Man is capable of 
remembring. Sothat ifay, the Rational Fa- 
culty muft be immaterial, that is, cannot 
be performed by a material Organ, as the 
Brain, and its material Animal Spirits; and 
therefore its impoffible for any Man to con- 
céive the manner of operation of the Rati- 
onal Faculty, as long as the Soul continues 
confin’d andimmerged in a material or cor- 
poreal fubftance: And were the Soul of Man 
material, as fome do believe for want of true 
Reafon, it could be capable of difcerning and 
remembring no more Objects, than the wie 

A O 
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of a Beaft, the Brain of {ome Beafts being as 
organically and aptly framed, as the Brain of 
a Man, and in fome the Animal Spirits much 
more fine.and fubtil. 

From this Difcourfe I do infer, that. the 
Cognolcitive internal Senfes, . (which»-are 
fubfervient to the Rational Faculty, compre- 
hending a Rational or intellective Common 
Senfe, Memory, and Imagination) in a Adenia 
are only affected ; for the Intellective being im- 
material, can in no wife be fubjeét to be afk 
fected by any thing that is material ;: neirher 
could any material Remedy have a power tO 
act upon animmarterial Difeafe.of a Man, as 
Madnefs muft be.termed,. were the Intelles 
étive part touched, more than upon thedme 
material Madnefs, of a Devil; 

This premis’d, I am of-opinion, that the 
Animal Spirits in the Brain being irregularly 
and violently. mov’d, is the caufe of a Mania, 
by putting thofe fenfible Impreffions, rhar are 
made upon the lateral minute Filaments. of 
the Brain, into a diforder; and changing 
their Potitions,, which occafions the Com-

depraved: That.the Fury and-Hear, which 


Maniacs are {0 frequently impell’d into, are

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pierce thofe Filaments of the medullar part 
of the Brain, and of the Nerves, and by the 
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forefaid rapid Motions the whole fenfitiye 
Machine is put into a Flame: That their 
continual wakefulnefs proceeds from the a- 
bundance of Animal Spirits ( the caufe of 
which fhall be explained below ) the Brain 
of Maniacs is furnifh’d with: the waft of 
Spirits, their paucity, Feeblenefs and flow 
motion, giving commonly occafion for Sleep. 
That they are in no wife fubjeé to Fevers, 
taking Cold, Obftructions of any of their 
Bowels, or {carce any other Diftemper, or any 
prerernatural Symptom, except over-walke- 
fulriefs, (vigiliz immoderate ) is to be im- 
puted to the Rapid Motion of their Ani- 
inal Spirits, atrenuating their Blood, promo- 
ting of its circulation, rendering the Body 
1 pervious, and free from all Obftructions of 
} the internal and external Pores; their Blood 
| being more falin and dry, than fulphurous, 
| is not fo much expofed to a febril Putre- 
| faction: Though it muft be obferv’d, that 
| very’ oft before Maniacs fall into their Di- 
ftemper, there is a great Calm and flownefs 
| of Motion in the Animal Spirits, which oc- 
| cafioneth a very flow motion ia the Hu- 


i} mours about the Bowels, and very oft a Stag- 


| nation, that difpofes them to a particular 
| fort of putrefaction, whence gradually pro- 
céeding fome putrid, falin, fharp, acuated 
or pointed Particles, that opprefs the Animal 
Spirits, dull their Motion,.and caufe fuch a 
| diforder in their Blood, that is productive of 

fach Symptoms, which commonly Melan_ 


| cholic Hypochondriacs are troubled with

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as Sighing, heavy, forrowful and defponding 
Thoughts, palpitations of the Heart, Frights, 
Fears, Sloathfulnefs in ftirring, Languide 
nefs, Oc. Thefe forementioned putrid, falin 
Particles, as/they arife, and feparate gradual 
ly, and are afterwards mix’d with the whole 
Mafs of Blood, increafe the prenumerated 
Symptoms, ‘until at length great Crowds 
ifluing thence, do fo violently move, ftimt 
late, impel, and hurry the Animal Spirits ins 
to a Tempeft and Fury, whence foon after 
thofe other Manical Symptoms do follow: 

A Mania or Madnefs, though it be only'a 
Symptom, and the chief and moft urgent of 
the others, that are aflociared with it, is asall 
other chief Symptoms, commonly’ called: 2 
Difeafle. by a Metonymia Adjundi pro fubjeéto: 
By the fame tropical manner of {peaking a Fe: 
ver, or rather Fervor, is called a Difeafe, from 
the burning heat that doth oft accompany 
it, though it be but a chief Symptom. “This 
I thought fit to obferve, to prevent: your 
judging it a miftake in me, in calling a Ma- 
wiay and many, if not all chief Symptoms a 
Difeafe, which isa very common way of 
ipcaking among moft Phyficians. 

That in Maniacs the fun&tions of the Bow- 
cls, and other parts are performed with greater 
vigour than in others, appears by their diz 
gelling almoft any thing that’s edible, by 
their Copious Excretions by’ Stool, Urine, 
and Sweat, by their wonderful and almoft in- 
credible ftrength of their Limbs, fo as fome- 
times the ftrength of aMadman, fhall exceed 
the 
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| the united force of four or five Men, that 
} have their Senfes intire. Their Hearing , 

Seeing, and other Senfes are much more ex- 
quifite (though depraved) than in others, in 


wk} tegard Madmen will hear the leat noife , 


and fee the leaft Object, beyond what they 
| could do when they were Compotes. The 
| Caufe and Reafon of all which is the abun- 


-} dance of Animal Spirits, that are contained 


and engendred in Madmen, infomuch that it 
may be prefumed, the greateft part of their 
) Blood is fpiritualiz’d, or converted into Ani- 
| mal Spirits; for without fappofing this vatt 
| plethory of Spirits, it’s impoflible they fhould 
| be always, Night and Day, ufing their Tongues 
| and Limbs in fo furious and violent a manner, 
without any long intermiflions of Reft or 


f Sleep. This Plethory arifeth from the all- 


moft perpetual, violent, quick and nimble 
| motion of the Animal Spirits, piercing, grind- 


is} ing, and fubtilizing the greateft part of the 


| Blood into Spirits fimilar to themfelves. 
| Ifa Madman, after he hath continted in 
a long raving Fury, falls into a long inter- 
million of Silence, hardly to be provoked out 
of it, that maft be adfcribed to the great ex- 
pence and waft of Animal Spirits, by his long 
fic of Fury, which he is forced to repair, by 
giving the remainder of his Spirits time to 
breed more. 
_ His reciprocal feafons of Madnefs, inter- 
mix d with intervals of Rational Difcourfe, 
in fome for a longer time, in others fhorter, 
may be attribuced to the variety of motion 
M 3 in 
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in his Spirits, which fometimes moving’ re. 
gularly and naturally, are'the occafion of the 
latter, to wit. his lucid Interval, wheréas he 
is impell'd into the former by Fits, as’ fre- 
quent, as there is-a new fallying out ofa 
crowd of the forementioned putrid falin Par- 
ticles, mixing withthe Blood, and upon its 
arrival to the Brain, mixing with the Spirits. 

I have been obliged to make an expatia- 
tion in the Theory of the external Senfes, to 
the end I might more eafily explain the man-' 
ner of natural Operation of the Internal,there- 
by in fome fort to apprchend the manner of 
their preternatural Operation in a Mania ; 
which I did the rather, that 1 might give 
my felf the occafion of examining the pras 
ctic parr, relating tothe curing of Difeafes of 
the Eyes and Ears, as well as of the Brain. If 
Ihave not been fo fuccefsful in thefe moft 
dificult and ab{trufe Matters, as-tcould with, 
or as others of a much better capacity mizhe 
have been, I hope 1 may be excufed for my 
attempt, were it only for propofing the Sub- 
jects, and giving others an opportunity to 
exercile their Induftry and great Abilities. 
Kiowever, I hall prefume to give you an Ack 
count of what ufe I make of the faid Theory.

Fye-waters, that are cried up for sovereign 
Remedies againft all, or moft Difeafes of the 
Eyes, are ftriétly to be avoided in all fhore 
Sights, whereby they would be rendred much 
worte. Such fort of Waters are ufually di- 
tilled from Fennil, Celandine, Eye-bright, 
Rue, Vervain, Male pimpernel, Hogs-Fen- 
nil, ce, Betides, in thort Sights the diften- 
tion of the Flerny Tunic is too weak and 
flack, by reafon of the loofe texture, and 
thinnels of the faid Tunic and Aqueous Hu- 
mour, upon which the feeble and almof 
Tpent Rays, that arrive from a great diftance, 
Can {carce aét or exercife fuch an Impreffion 
or Motion, as is neceflary for Sight. Onthe 
Gther hand, where the faid Tunic is of 2 
good Texture, and fully diftended, Objects 
are perceptible from a much remoter diftance: 
But where the forcmentioned Tunic is grown 
f90 thick, and confeguently lefs diaphanous, 
and lefs porous, that Sight is neither good at 
a diltance, nor near, as its oft obferv’d in old 
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Folks. Moreover, in thofe the Humor Ague- 
ws is very mach thickned, fo asto deny a full 
and free paflage to the luminous Beams; the 
faid Humour is alfo become lefs turgid, and 
of fmall compafs, whereby the Horny Tunic 
becomes lefs diftended, and a little flatted, fo 
that the vifible Object muft neceflarily a& 
very feeble upon it, the Rays not being fufh- 
ciently congregated, through its defeé& in 
convexity. Add hereunto, that in them the 
Optic Spirits are grown few, grofs, and fu- 
mous, which renders the perception of the 
Object din, and cloudy. — : 

To preferve the Eye-fight, is to retard, and 
hinder it from becoming fuch, as it is in old 
People; that is, 1. By rendering the Ani- 
mal Spirits light, fubtil, clear, and more co- 
pious. 2. By attenuating the Horny Tunic, 
and the watery Humour. 3. By avoiding 
ftraining of the Sight, by exercifing it long 
and often upon very {mall, fhining, difper- 
fing, or very diltant and remote Objects. 

The firft of thefe means confifts in keeping 
the Body clean of grofs Excrements, which 
gave fo frequent occafion to the Antient Phy~ 
{icians, to invent Pills peculiarly appropriated 
to the Sight, and difltinguifh’d with Names 
referring to it; As Pil. Lucis majores and mi- 
nores; and others, as Pil. Aurea, fine quibus, 
Cichie majores and minores, exc. 1 Cabnot 
think, any of thefe Compofitions hath any 
more regard to the Fyes,. than to the Toes; 
but becaufe in che mafs of Pil. Lucis mej. and 
min, is contained a very {mall proportion of 
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Eye-bright, mix'd: with Aloes, and Colocynthis, 
together with a great many contrary Ingres 
dients, which ferve for nothing elfe, but to 
clog the Medicine, and all this is to be made 
into a Pafte, with Juice of Fennil, they 
thought they had reafon enough, ‘to expect 
from them and the others forementioned, 
all the Virtues, whereby to preferve Sight, 
and cure the Eyes of all Difeafes paft, pre- 
fent, and to come; but whar is -a greater 
wonder to me is, that ftill there are many 
Phyficians, that allow-a very great refpect to 
the faid Pills in Difeafes of the Eyes, whereas 
moft certainly a good Extratum Rudij, or 
Catbolicon well compofed, and made up, will 
ferve abundantly better, cheaper, pleafanter, 


and more effectually in any Difeafe, thats 
may require ftrong Purging; fo that were 


all thofe Colocynth and * Scammoniack 


are recommended in the foregoing part of 
this Treatife; without adding the leaf grain 
of Eye-bright tothem. Befides tl is, its ne~ 
ceflary to ab{ain from all grofs, windy, ftearns 
ing Meats, Salt-Fith and Fleth, fowr Sauces, 
trons Peeding chiefly upon Meat of 
Ce, and char yields but little Excre- 
nen’, and uling Lrink that’s clear, well di- 
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hitherto hath been obferved a greater Ene- 
my to Sight, than Wormwood, which being 
ufed in Drink, or otherwife, hath been the 
occafion of dulling the Sight in fome, and of 
Blindnefs in others; yet notwithftanding 
Diofcorides commends it for a fharpner of the 
Sight, and therefore little credit ought to be 
given to thefe old Authorsin many of their 
Characters. Onions, Leeks and Garlick, 
come not much fhort of that Plant. All raw 
Sallads are experienc’d hurtful to the Sight, 
by contributing matter for Crudities, and be- 
ing windy. Weeping in Women, a long 
forrowful and melancholic Difpofition, and 
too much gravity do leflen, condenfe, and 
blunt the Optic Spirits, which ought to be 
ferene and agil. Living in a dark Houfe in 
a foggy Air, work effects little different from 
the former. Too much Sun-fhine reflected 
from afandy Ground, hath been the canfe 
of Blindnefs in many that live in Spain. Very 
hot Gountries contain more Blind, than thofe 
that are temperate, or cold, tho’ in the lar- 
ter, they are not commonly quick or far 
Sighted, excefs of Cold condenfing the Op- 
tick Spirits too much. As Weeping and 
great Debauchees do oft furnifh their Eyes 
with an outward glazie Coat, fo they do not 
feldom according to the common Phrafe, 
drink their Eyes out.. It may probably be 
faid, Vifum debilitant Balnea, Bacchus, Amor, 
as well as Corpora: And on the other hand, 
whatever may be faid to preferve the Body 
in Health, doth preferve the Sight. wigs 
oe aati S Pe es aft 
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and Duft are none of the leaft Enemies to the 
Eyes. 3 
The attenuating the Horny Coat and the 
Humor Aqueus, (which at the fame time atte- 
nuates the Optick Spirits, depurates and ren- 
ie ders the forefaid Tunic and Humour clear 
ew and diaphanous) is commonly attempted by 
a inward and outward Medicines; that have a 
power to difcufs Winds, and move Urine, 
proceeding from their fubtil Particles,that are 
{uppofed to be very attenuating, and confe- 
Fa quently diuretic, and difcuilive. Thefe Me- 
ae dicines are ufually called Oxyderciea, that-is, 
fharpners of the Sight, from of, acutum 
Asexd, video. Such are accounted all the 
greater and lefler hot Seeds, but chiefly Fennif 
and Duncas, Elicampane, Orange-peel, Ma- 
fter wort, Calamus aromaticus, Virginian Snake- 
weed, Cubcbs, Galangal, Rad. cyperi longi, 
© rotundi, Paradife Grains, Cardamum, 
Zedoary, fem. fileris moutani. fem. fefeli Ma/fi- 
lienfis, Nutmegs, and moft fort of Spices. On 
the other hand, all Antifcorbutics, efpecially 
Muftard and Garden-Crefles, are accounted 
pernicious to the Eyes; and Ginger, Pepper, 
and Perily, as difcutient as they are, offend 
the Sight, and fo do moft Sowrs. Thefe fol- 
lowing are efteemed {pecific Oxydercics, viz, 
Eyebright, the greater Celandine, Vi eruain, Fus 
enitory, Valerian, Avens, Rue and Clary, than 
which laft, nothing can be found a greater 
Darkner of the Sight, and more offénfive to 
the Eyes for being put into Wort to fer- 
th ment with it, renders the Drink the moftin- 
\ cbriating, 
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ebriating; and difcompofing all the Senfes, 
beyond any other vegetable, excepting Dar- 
nel. And yet being outwardly applied, is 
very excelling’ in thinning the Coats of the 
Eyes, and watery Humours, and very difcr- 
tient in Clearing the Sight from dimnefs or 
cloudinefs. As great an Author as Platerys 
is, he recommends Radifhes and Muftard for 
fpecific Sight fharpners, than which common 
experience doth moft certainly convince us, 
nothing can be a greater Enemy to theSighr: 
which informs. us, that we are not to take 
things upon truft fo flightly, as moft Phyfi- 
cians and others are apt to do, without com- 
paring them with the Rules of Experience 
and Reafone ee \- : 

Thofe forementioned Aromatics, Seeds and. 
Roots, are difcutients of Wind by. their 
|. fubtil Particles, which they perform by arte- 
| nuating of ¢rofs Humours into Bubbles, 
which breaking , emir thofe’ Winds, or 
crude mix d Aery Spirits, that afterwards 
are fometimes avoided upwards or down- 
wards, or are impell’d into the Veflels ; thefe 
mounting upwards, do for a time much 
difturb the Sight, until they are either dif- 
cufled by the Spirits, that are in the Eyes, 
and affifted therein by a further continua. 
tion of the ufe of the faid attenuating A- 
romatics, and Seeds. Hence it is, that very 
oft thofe® attenuating Oxydercics do render 


the Sight much worfe, and fometimes in: 


Phlegmatic Confticutions ufher in Blindnefs 
at firft, though othertimes alfo the continua+! 
tion 
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tion of them may difcufs the Winds they firft 


_rais’d ; wherefore a great dealof Cautionought | 


to be ufed in the Application of them: So 
that it appears plainly, that the|fame Oxyde- 
rcics may remedy the Sight, and keep off 
Blindnefs in fome.; though in others they 
moft certainly caufe Dimnefs. of Sight, and 
Blindnefs. 

Diureticks, by carrying off the Salts of the 
Blood by Urine, (they by drying up the A- 
queous Humour,, and corrugating or con- 
denfing the Horny Coat, thicken and leflen 
the former, and. harden the latter in Old 
People, whofe Eyes therefore do appear thick, 
dull, flat, flow. in Motion, @c.), have been 
experimentally found very advantageous, not 
only in preferving. and. meliorating of the 
Sight, but in preventing and removing mas 
ny ,Difeafes incident to the Eyes... Among 
thofe Adillepedes ot Sowes moderately ufed ete 
ther in Ale, or, otherwife, are univerfally, 
and, by ~common’ Experience, preferr’d bes 
yond all others.;..for being copioully furnith’d:. 
with; very fubtile penetrating, light. Spirits, 
they. do not only carry off. Salts by Urine, 
but attenuate and difcufs what is grofs in 
the Watery Humour, and.all the Tunicks, 
and fubtilize the Animal Spirits ; which Qua- 
lities fcem to render them. {pecifick to the 
Eyes. 

Some do ufe Ground-Ivy in their. ordinary 
Drink, to preferve their Sight, to no great 
purpofe: But in Valerian and Vervain (a 
quantity of one or both being added to the 
Wort 
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Wort before, or while it is working) many 
do afhrm to have experienc’d a great Power, 
in preferving their Sight, and removing Dim- 
ne{s. To mend the Tafte of fuch fort of Ale, 
a moderate Proportion of Elicampane-Root, 
Orange-Peel, or a few Daucus-Seeds might be 
added. Bean-Stalk Afhes, to the quantity of 
five or fix Ounces, if they are clean, put 
to. a Firkin of Small Ale after the working, 
jumbling them well together, and allowing 
them four or five Days to fettle to the bor- 
tom, did they not blunt the Tafte of the 
Drink fo much, would prove more power- 
ful, than any of thofe Vegetables. 

As for the Externals, I fhould be loth to 
advife any Perfon to Compounded Eye-Wa- 
ters, to preterve his Sight: The Wajfhing 
the Eyes daily with clear Spring or Rain. 
Water is fufficient.. Water that hath feod 
long in a Leaden Ciftern, is accorinted hurt. 
ful, there rifing a very fharp offenfive Steem 
in-Length of Time from the Lead, that mix- 
eth with the Water. 

Thofe whofe Eyes are weak from their 
Buth, ought to avoid tampering with any 
fort of Oxydercicks, Internal, ‘or External, 
their: Weaknefs of Sight depending much 
upon a natural Laxity of the Optick Nerves, 
and Tunicks; their Humours of the Eye be. 
ing alfo thin, and their Optick Spirits loofe, 
and not compact; all which may be eafily 
render’d worle by uncertain Remedies, and 
never or feldom better, though their Growth 
in Age, Change of Climate, or Diet, may 
con- 
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confiderably. contribute rowards the Meliorg- 
tion of their Sight. A Weaknefs of the Eyes, , | 
that Sicknefs might have left, doth oft go off 
with the Weaknefs of other Parts, by the Re

‘But if that Weaknefs fhould, fingly remain, 


then befides due Evacuations, general and 


particular, Recourfe may be had to proper 


Internal. and External Oxydercicks , which 


‘ought to;be, chofen with the ftristeft.

Among Difeafes of the Eyes, I.do account 
a. Suffufion, Cataratt, and Gutta. Serena the 
moft dangerous ; and an Ophthalmia, or Ins 
flammation,; the moft painful, and oft an An: 
tecedent Caufe of the others, 

A Suffafion, or Hypochyma, feems to me to 
proceed, either from tome fubrile. Winds, or 
Windy Spirits, fallying out of the Arteries, 
or Pores of the Nerves, and breaking into 
the Watery Humour of the Eye, there cauf- 
ing very, minute Bubbles of various Figures, 
which being actuated. or moved by the Lu- 
minous Rays, (for when a Man’s Eyes are 
fhut, whereby the faid Luminous Rays are 
excluded, he is not in the leaft fenfible-of 
them, }. do. produce thofe Appearances of 
little Bouls, Flies, and other -fmall» Shapes, 
floating .or flying to and. fro before she 
Eyes. “RE 

There are, commonly ebferv’d two kinds 
of thofe Suffufions: The one arifing from

After a proper Purge ‘or two to Clear 
the Paflages, and make room in the Veflels, 
how tittle advanrage can be expetted from 
frequent Cathartics, though violent, or any 
other Remedies vulgarly in ufe againft a Gurtz 
ferene, Or any other Palfie, nay be cafily mn- 
derftood from the forementioned Hypothefis 5 
for fhould you purge ad infiniti, you can nes 
ver pretend to draw off that coagulated Ner- 
vous Lympbha, but rather by drying all the 
Humors in carrying off the moifter and thin- 
ner part, you muift neceflarily render it worfe; 
which by long continuance doth turn into a 
hard fubftance, much tougher than the Nerve 
it felf, or the cougheft Leather, and confe- 
quently muft be incurable. And much lets ad- 
vantage can be hoped from any of thecelebra- 
ted Eye-Waters, fome whereof are pretended

{enfibility of the faid Coats, and the neceffity 
of an extraordinary piercing Remedy, which: 
{ure I am, is not greatly to be found in thafe’, 
Aromatics, Seeds, and Oxydercit Leaves, of 
which moft Eye-waters confift, and are very 
repugnant to the qualities of Aloes, Honey, 
Tuthia, white Vitriol, Sugar-cancy, Sugar of 
Lead, and other Materials, that are oft ridicu- 
loufly enough added to them, Ido know, 
that fometimes, once poffibly in two or three 
Ages, a Gutta ferena hath been removed by ar 
accidental Salivation, othertimes by a fudder 
violent Fever, that by rarefying all the Hu- 
mours, and putting the Animal Spirits into‘a 
violent motion, the vifcous Damm hath been 
pierced through, and violently expelled. Bur 
thefe are means, that if imitated, do feldom ‘or 
never attain the fuccefs hoped for. ° 
Befides the caufe forementioned, Convuk 
fions, and Tumors of the Mufcles of the Eye 
near the heads of them, have caufed a Gurtz 
Serena; the former, by contorting the Optic 
Nerves, and altering the Figures and Pofitiz —

from the Brait-and'Nerves: And in this fome have. 
been fuccefsful, tho? butin few. The inconveni- 
ence lyeth here, if by too frequent ftrong Purgatt- 
ons, you.do drain the grofs‘faline Humours of their. 
Seram, which doth both-render them fluid, and di- 
lute:their Acrimony, you do- exceffively fharpen 
thofe:Humours, encreafe the Obftructions, pat by 
_ Violently fermenting of'them (which {trong Purga- 
tives moft certainly do) force them to fteam up. 
tHofe:putrid: pungent:Particles, whereby Maniacs 
are-render’d much worfe;. wherefore its more’ ad- 
_ wifable, after afmart Purge or two, to depend.upon 
moderate Purgatives, as Pil: Tartar, Quere, Pil. Sto- 
mack cumin. Diafenna, 8c. : 

After all; Bleedings. andPurgatives being only 2- 
niverfal neceflary premiffes, the chief Indicati- 
on isto rectify the Bowels;forasto prevent the en- 
gendring thofe grofs faline Humours, and to ~ 
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the Brain of the forefaid: pungent Particles; where... 
by the feveral parts of the Brain: may be reduc’d to 
their natural figures and pofitions,and the exercife 
of their Function, I do not perceive, that practical 
Authors do recommend.any Remedies of that kind 
with any confidence, neither do Lfind many Com- 
palitions defcrib’d in Difpenfatories for that pur- 
pole, and thofe that are, differ little from. fuch as 
€ommonly are advifed again{t Hy pochondriacMe- 
lancholy, andare to beufed for a long continuance, 
the tedioufnefs of. which Courfe doth not only tire 
the Phyfician,‘but the Friends of the Patients alfo, 
whotherefore commonly commit them to the care 
of fuch, as make it their bufinefs,and are willing to: 
be watchful over them, and keep them quiet and 
in a low moderate Diet, intermixing gentle Purg- 
ings, and Bleedings at Intervals, whereby fome are 
recover’d. Now and then when they are very :furi- 
ous, and overwaketul, they give ’em Opiates. Some 
ufe Cupping to. the Shoulders, with and without 
{carification ; others ufe.opiated Ointments to their 
Temples, and bathing of. their Heads being fha- 
ved, with Deco¢tion of Cephalic Herbs, Flowers; 
and Seeds, €c, 


Ihave had the fortune to cure feveral, ina 


little more or lefS than fix Weeks, by Bleeding 


of ‘em. twice orthrice, and Purging them gently 
with Minerals. . In the Intervals I gave them-An:: 
tiny pochondriac ‘Tinétures, compofed chiefly of. 
Minerals. 

Maniacs, whofe Figures and Pofitions of the Fi.’ 
laments of the Brain and. Nerves have been much 
changed, and difplaced. by a long continuance of 
their Furies, are incurable, [ might add a great 
many Obfervations to this Head, but the fhort.
